The Report of the Judiciary 
: Committee. 


About ®& month since We printed the brief 
synopsis of the Report of the House Judiciary 
Cémmmittee on the memorial of the Utah Leg 
islature asking for a repeal of the Anti-Polyg- 
amy law of July ist, 1862. Below will be 
fotind the report in full, which is of sufficient 
interest to our readers to excuse the exclusion 
of the usual editorial matter: 

‘Washington, February 28, 1867. 
‘The Committee on the J udiciary, to whom 
was referred the memorial of the Legislative 
Assembly of the Territory of Utah, praying 
4or the repeal of ‘An Act to prevent and pun- 
ish the practice of polygamy in the Territories 
of the United States,’ respectfully report that 
they have considered the said memorial and 

reached the following conclusions thereon: 
“The statute which we are asked to repeal 


Sxcrton 1. That any person having a hus- 
band or wife living, nl shal] marry any othe: 
person, whether married or single, in a Ter- 
ritery of the United States, or other place, 
ever which the United States shall have ex 
olusive jurisdiction, shall be adjudged guilty 
of bigamy, and upon conviction shall be pun- 
ished by a fine not exceeding $500, and by 
nment not exceeding five years.

mittee desire to call] the attention of the House | 
to thé following statemens of the memorial: | 

‘Whereas, the Judicigry of this Territory has 
not, up to the present time, tried any case 
under said law, though repeatedly urged to , 
do so by those who have been anxious to test | 
its constitutionality.’. Your committee have | 
not been able to ascertain the reasou why this 
has not’ been enforced. “The humiliatiny fact 
is however apparent that the law is at present |

‘The reasons assigned by the memoriualists 
for'such action are as follows: ‘Upwards of 
_ fourteen years ago the Church of Jesus Christ | 
of Latter-Day Saints did publicly avow and 
proclaim its belief in the doctrine of plurality | 
of wives as of divine origin and as a portion 
of religious faith, and that therefore suid law | 
is ‘Gontrary to the spirit of the Constitution |

ment of religion or prohibiting the free exer- 
cise theredf, and that the law is ex post facto.’ 

“Polygamy has formed a part of almost | 
every system of heathenism and barbarism. | 
A subversion of the true marriage relation 
has éharacterized them, with scarce an excep- 
tion; polygamy has been legalized, and in 
some cases prostitution has been a part of the 
religious system, the effect being in both cases 
the same, both alike degtroying the original 
and divine constitution of society. 

**The practice of polygamy has been deemed 
one of the highest crimes against society by 
the common consent of all Christian nations. 
Every State in the Union has passed laws in- 
flicting upon those guilty of its practice the 
punishment prescribed for felons whose pres- 
caret be télerated among their fellow 
men. Every denomination of Christian people 
in the land (with the single and comparatively 
very stall éxpeption of that calling itself ‘the 
Chnreh of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints,’) 
holds tea ‘portion of its religious faith ‘that 
thé practice of polygamy is an offence against 
God wad aferime againt society; and in the 
opinion of your Committee no greater outrage 
‘upoli the freedom of religious faith could be
